group can affect— the soundness 
o f a security and its worth in the 
investm ent m arket. 
M ust F irst Agree. 
W hen once th e allies agree on 
w hat constitutes a 
fair 
annual 
paym ent for Germany the sale of 
reparations 
bonds 
becom es 
a 
m arket question. 
J. P. Morgan’s 
judgm ent w ill be accepted by the 
hanking world because 
It 
has 
confidence la h is 
estim ate 
of 
w hat can be done with foreign 
securities la the United States, at 
w hat prices and with what guar­ 
antees such bonds m ust be estab­ 
lished before they w ill be bought. 
N othing that the W ashington 
governm ent could do would secur­ 
ers ie the sale o f bonds lf tho In­ 
vestors didn't lik e 
them , 
and 
nothing could be done to prevent 
their sale lf they were attractive 
enough to be bought. 
So w hilo Messrs. Morgan

The question of whether 
congress w ill accept cash for s i­ 
lled war debts when 
once

reparations bonds are floated and 
the proceeds have been paid 
to 
the allies w ill be decided on its 
m erits when it com es up. 
The 
American governm ent m eanwhile 
declines to discuss the m atter. 
Appointments Accepted. 
As fiscal agents for Trance. J. 
P. Morgan t 
Company 
floated 
large loans for the allies in the 
period before the United States 
entered the war. 
It Is as much 
to the Interest of 
the 
hankers 
who floated those 
securities to 
assure prompt payment of prin­ 
cipal and Interest as it is for the 
American governm ent

ELECTRIC CAR SMASHES BUS; 19 KILLED 


W ashington, Jan. 
24—(ZP)—The 
adoption of a cruiser construction 
plan devised to accelerate an equit­ 
able disarm am ent of navies rather 
than to promote a new naval build­ 
ing race between th e United States 
and G reat Britain, was asked in 
the se n ate today by Senator Borah, 
of Idaho, during the first spirited 
discussion of the adm inistration’s 
program for the construction of six­ 
teen auxiliary warships. 
He declared that first, the cruis­ 
er bill should be adopted without 
the ‘‘time clause” under which the 
construction of all th e new ships 
would be started within three years 
and, second, that provision should 
be made for a conference to restate 
the rights of neutrals at sea be 
ans©, he added, th e protection of 
commerce is the underlying reason 
or the desire of large navies. 
To limit the tim e clause. Senator 
Borah 
argued, 
would 
give 
the 
United States an effective weapon 
for further 
disarm am ent 
without 
actually spending large sum s for 
construction of 
w arships 
which 
later might have to be scrapped. 
Should Delay Building? 
The need for a resta te m en t of 
sea rights of a neutral power, the

RENEW DEMAND 
FUR CHANGES 


Seek Exemption of Dry 
Law Violators From 
Life Sentence Clause

Lansing. Midi., Jan. 24—(>P)—A 
renewed demand for action toward 
exempting 
liquor 
law 
violators 
from the act which prescribes life 
im prisonm ent for fourth felons, ap ­ 
peared In the legislature today. 
A bill sponsored by R epresenta­ 
tive Alex J. Cuthbertson, of Flint, 
would m itigate the sentence pro­ 
vided in the 
criminal code, but 
would set up more severe sentences 
than were vested upon liquor law 
violators prior to enactm ent of the 
code. 
It would m ake fines optional only 
for the first offense. 
Imprisonment 
could be for as long as tw'o years, 
whereas under old liquor laws tho 
maximum was one year. 
Tho fine 
could not exceed $1,000 nor be less 
than $500. 
A second offense would 
bo treated with a mandatory two 
to five years imprisonment, plus 
optional fines, a third offense with 
a m andatory sentence of five to leu 
years aud fourth aud subsequent 
violations with mandatory term s of 
IO to 15 yours. 
* 
Bill Is Drastic. 
The Cuthbertson measure would 
deny probation to liquor offenders. 
It also would remedy the defect

Insulation Against Gravitation 
May be Possible, Says Scientist 


New 
York, 
Jan. 
24— 
The 
most fascinating field of experi­ 
ment th at could be opened to man 
lies behind Einstein’s new theory 
that electricity and magnetism are 
related to gravitation, Says Dr. H. 
H. Sheldon, head of the departm ent 
of physics of New York university. 
‘‘Such things," said Dr. Sheldon, 
‘‘as keeping airplanes aloft without 
engines or material 
support; 
as 
stepping out of a window into the 
air without fear of falling, or of 
making a trip to the moon, as far 
as hindrance of gravitation is con­ 
cerned, are avenues of investiga­ 
tion suggested by this theory. 
‘ For it glyee us the one link 
that has been missing in our theo­ 
ries of relations of electricity, heat, 
energy, light, space, time, gravita­ 
tion and m atter. 
If it stands up 
as a proof th at electricity and grav­ 
itation are virtually the same, we 
^an attem pt at last to insulate our­ 
selves from the force of gravita­ 
tion. 
We know how to insulate 
ourselves against 
electrical 
cur­ 
rent*, and perhaps as we learn 


more, the day will com e when it 
is no more unbelievable that we 
can insulate 
against 
gravitation, 
than against the equally Intangible 
effects of electricity. 
Ideas Not Incredible. 
"H ere on my desk is a striking 
illUHtratiion of the possibilities. It 
is a bar of permalloy, art alloy re­ 
cently produced In the Bell Tele­ 
phone laboratories here, and its 
new property is unusual sensitivity 
to magnetism. 
I place It ubove an­ 
other magnet. 
See, it rem ains sus­ 
pended seemingly by air alone, an 
Inch above the m agnet on my desk. 
T hus far this force of magnetism 
is the only m eans we have found 
experim entally of 
balancing 
the 
force of gravitation. 
Now' Einstein 
comes with a 
m athem atical 
law 
which shows a relation between 
magnetism and gravitation, that we 
were not euro about heretofore, and 
gives us a new theoretical tool with 
which to work. 
"It sounds incredible to speak of 
insulating ourselves from gravita­ 
tion, yet the idea la perhaps not 


much m ore incredible than were 
these In som e of the previous steps 
thut one by one have linked to­ 
gether the tangible things such as 
iron bare, to lite intangibles sin h 
as electricity and force, and upon 
which all our useful Inventions are 
built. 
Inter-Relations Shown. 
‘T h e first step was realization 
that light und heat are related 
That cam e early in the history of 
mankind. 
The others ult are re­ 
cent. 
As the second step, Jules 
and Rum ford showed thut heat and 
energy 
(energy 
being 
another 
work for work) are related defin 
italy by physical laws. 
That idea 
was alm ost wholly Incredible for 
a time, though now all our engiues 
are baaed upon that law. 
"One 
by one were shown the 
inter-relations of light, lieut, ener­ 
gy, m atter, space, time, gravitation 
and electricity, until the only fac­ 
tor m issing was the specific rela­ 
tion betw een electricity and gravi­ 
tation. 
T his is what Einstein has 
given us."

the combined surplus of non-essen­ 
tials and

The new measure is sponsored 
bv 
Senator 
Peter B. 1/ennon. of 
Lennon, chairm an of the senate 
committee on taxation. 
The Gen- 
essee county senator, who already 
has announced he will submit his 
once defeated non-essentials tax in 
the current session, also declared 
he had been converted to the ranks 
of members favoring the am use­ 
ment. tax of Speaker Fred R. Ming 
of th e house. 
Sc hool district taxatiomwould bo 
limited to $10 on each $1,000 prop­ 
erty valuation. 
Under the two tax 
schemes proposed by Senator Len­ 
non and Speaker Ming, yearly reve­ 
nues are estim ated at $10,000,000. 
The portion of this revenue pro­ 
posed for state institutions would 
leave a surplus of at least $2,000,- 
000 a year. Senator Lennon said, 
Is Vital Spot. 
In view of the pressure for relief 
to the school districts, Senator Len­ 
non said he will slash his IO per j 
cent non-essential tax of the last 
session to five per cent. 
By this 
reduction he hopes to g ather su p -! 
port, for his bill. 
He said he believed m anufactur­ 
ers could absorb this burden w ith 
no increase in price of products 
with the possible exception of cig­ 
arettes. 
“School taxes are the vital spot 
on which we must concentrate,”

Of the districts pay­ 
ing less th an $5. flfty-eeven made 
no tax levy in 1927-28, one of which 
is in W ayne county. 
"T here are 1,070 districts with a 
tax rate of between $10 and $15; 
513 with a $16 to $20 rate; 217 with 
a $20 to $25 rate; 104 with a $25 
to $30 rate; 59 with a $30 to $35 j 
rate, and 40 with a $35 to $45 rate.” I 
Expecta Opposition. 
Senator Lannon 
estimated 
the 
yearly revenue from his non-essen­ 
tials tax would be $5,000,000, while 
the five per cent am usem ent tax of 
Speaker Ming would bring an ad- 
dtional $5,000,000. Out of this $10,- 
(»00,OOO revenue he would set asido 
the surplus from institutional ap­ 
propriations 
for 
equalising 
the 
school levy. 
He said he believed 
at least $2,000,000 would be avail­ 
able.

Genesee 
legislator antici­ 
pates objections to bis scheme.

HEARSLAWYER 


Property Laws in Michi­ 
gan Subject of 
ie 
Lecture 


Attorney A rthur H. Ryall gave 
a most interesting and instructive 
address W ednesday afternoon be­ 
fore an audience of the W omen’s 
club which filled to capacity 
the 
lecture room of the Carnegie 
li­ 
brary. 
His subject was “ Prop­ 
erty Laws in Michigan 
Affecting 
Women.*' 
Mr. Ryal pointed out that the 
legal rights of 
married 
women 
grew out of the 
feudal 
system 
which was established in 
Eng­ 
land by W illiam the 
Conqueror, 
after the battle of 
Hastings 
in 
1066 and th at the 
English 
law 
continued in force in America aft­ 
e r the Revolution and that these 
common law 
rights 
were 
not 
materially changed in 
Michigan 
until the constitution of 1850 and 
th e Married 
W om an’s 
Act 
of 
1856. He stated that at common 
law the legal identity 
of 
the 
wife was merged in that of the 
husband so that she could not in 
her own name enter 
into 
any 
contract. 
T hat the husband be­ 
came the owner of her 
personal 
property and had the right to use 
h er real estate during his 
life­ 
tim e and th a t her property was 
liable for his debts. On the oth­ 
er hand, the husband was 
re ­ 
sponsible for the debts, support 
and conduct of the wife and was 
entitled to all her services. 


Freedom Increases 
He traced the activity of 
the 
church and the equity courts in 
(securing 
a 
wider 
range 
of 
freedom for women, both as 
to 
personal activities and their busi­ 
ness m atters, and spoke of 
the 
effect of the civil law upon the 


English common law in dealing 
with this subject. 
As the result of legislation in 
Michigan, these disabilities have 
been almost entirely removed, so 
far as her separate property 
is 
concerned. 
She can 
now 
deal 
with it the same as though she

254 Birds Bring $284 to 
Flat Rock Man in 
Month 


Speculators Should Have 
Back-Log Of Good Bonds 


Two hundred and fifty-four pul­ 
lets layed 6210 eggs in December 
and brought in $284.63 
to 
their 
owner, Frank Barron, well known 
Flatrock farmer, according to rec­ 
ords submitted to Joseph E. Turn­ 
er, county agricultural agent. 
Mr. Barron’s flock is one of the 
four in the county which are par­ 
ticipating 
in 
the 
demonstration 
flock project in co-operation with 
the agricultural extension depart­ 
ment of Michigan 
State 
college. 
The other three demonstration poul­ 
try farms are those of Emil Moser, 
Mrs. Dan Ferguson and John Pear­ 
son, all of Danforth. 
“Mr. Barron’s experience clearly 
dem onstrates 
the 
wonderful 
re­ 
sults, and incidentally nice profits, 
that can be made through the sci­ 
entific handling of poultry,” County 
Agent Turner said yesterday. 
By 
observing carefully rules for feed­ 
ing, culling and housing 
of 
the 
hens, Mr. Barron attained an aver­ 
age production of 24.4 eggs during 
December, his pullets laying from 
200 to 220 eggs daily.” 
The Flatrock farmer purchased 
on April 15 from N. E. Paulson, 
prominent Escanaba hatcheryman, 
500 W hite Leghorn chicks. A shed- 
roof type of laying house was built 
on his place as a demonstration 
project under the direction of ex­ 
tension 
department 
workers 
on 
July 26. 
The pullets started to lay about 
the middle of October, attained fair 
production in November by laying 
2040 eggs, and the following month 
produced 6210. 
From April 16 to 
November I, the chickens cost Mr. 
Barron 55 cents each, but this was 
paid for by December IO through 
the sale of eggs and the broilers. 
Mr. Barron feeds barley, oats, 
corn and wheat as a scratch grain 
and a commercial egg mash to his 
chickens.

High Money R ates D epressing In­ 
fluence On Bonds. 
“There have been two princi­ 
pal causes for the dem oralization 
in the bond market. 
( I ) 
The 
diversion of public interest from 
investm ent to 
speculation. 
( 2) ' 
The increase In money rates. 
I 
do not nsiree, however, with those 
who think 
that 
the 
principal 
cause is higher money rates. 
The 
principal cause is a spirit of reck­ 
lessness which has 
overthrown 
the com m onsense, not only of the 
general public, but of a 
large 
number of usually 
hard-headed 
business men. 
Such men in the 
old tim es would never have 
a l­ 
lowed their Investm ent lists to be­ 
com e so lopsided on the specula­ 
tive end as they are now. 
“This trem endous 
buying 
of 
stocks, moreover, is the chief rea­ 
son for the higher m oney rates. 
That the problem is a very ser­ 
ious one is shown by the fact that 
the Government, last Fall, had to 
Issue a short-term loan at 4 3-4 
j per cent, the 
highest 
in 
five 
years. 
The real cause 
Is 
that 
money is tied up in brokers’ loans 
on speculative securities. 
Soon­ 
er or later this situation w ill be 
corrected and bonds which 
are 
now going begging w ill be se ll­ 
ing 
at 
substantially 
higher 
prices. 
‘ The public clamor for stocks. 
as I have pointed out, m eans that 
fewer bonds are being issued. The 
old law’ of supply and 
demand 
m ust sooner or later com e 
into 
operation here just as it does in 
the case of coal or sugar, lum ­ 
ber or other com m odities. E vent­ 
ually the supply of good bonds 
w ill be sm aller than the demand 
and this may com e much more 
quickly than many expect if 
the 
stock m arket undergoes a period 


of liquidation. 
Of course it is 
difficult to get up public enthusi­ 
asm for bonds under present con­ 
ditions. 
It looks as though com­ 
paratively high money rates may 
continue for a few 
m onths 
at 
least. 
Later on, 
however, 
the 
situation w ill change. Mauy good 
bonds are now selling on an a t­ 
tractive yield basis. 
The w ise 
investor ie the one who recogn­ 
izes this fact and liquidates m ost 
of his speculative holdings for the 
purchase of good long and short­ 
term bonds. 
“ Business generally looks good. 
The copper 
business 
is 
good, 
there are fair prospects in 
oil, 
general trade Is active, and the 
Iron and steel industry is hold­ 
ing up well. 
In fact, 
there 
Is 
nothing on the horizon to cause 
worry except the grossly inflated 
speculative m arkets and the con­ 
sequent disturbance 
in 
m oney. 
There, however, can bo a further 
real danger to business if th is Is 
allowed to go on much longer. 


“W e hear much about the ‘ou t­ 
side m oney’ which is sw elling the 
brokers’ loan figures. 
We forget 
that this money is largely the re­ 
sult of expansion In bank credit 
and represents savings only to a 
minor degree. 
Some corporations 
are actually loaning part of the 
money in the stock m arket which 
they obtained from the sales of 
their own stocks to the public! 
These and other insidious and In­ 
flationary processes 
have 
been 
going on for the past two years. 
We 
must 
remember, 
however, 
that trees do not grow 
to 
the 
skies, and that sooner or 
later 
such inflation w ill he corrected 
by marking dow’n of present fic­ 
tions prices. 
The man who w ill 
he caught holding the bag la the 
one w’ho Is now’ letting go of his 
sound investm ent bonds and load ­ 
ing up with stocks at prices which

S t Stephen’s Parish Has 
Its Annual Meet­ 
ing 


Keeping House in The White House 
Big Job for Mrs. Herbert Hoover 


St. Stephen's Episcopal church 
is in a most 
robust 
condition, 
spiritually and financially, it was 
evidenced in reports read by tho 
officers and heads of parish organi­ 
zations. and the rector, at the an 
nual meting Wednesday n ’ght 
In a most interesting annual re­ 
port. Rev. John C. Evans outlined 
the accomplishments of the last 
year and some of the features of 
next year's program and the theo­ 
ries upon which they are based. 
Demands Are Changing. 
“It is apparent.” the rector said, 
“that the church occupies a differ­ 
ent position than it did ten or twen­ 
ty years ago. both as to its func­ 
tions aud methods of work. 
Before 
the day of instant news service, as 
is provided by the newspaper and, 
now. the radio, the church had 
much to do with news and people 
attended church, in part. to get 
the news. 
That function has van­ 
ished. Again, the church was used 
as a social and recreational agency 
in addition to its news getting and 
religious functions. 
That function 
is vanishing with astonishing speed. 
The school systems of a modern 
sort are looking after the recre­ 
ational and special activities dur­ 
ing twelve months of every year. 
Recreational time is becoming mo- 
nopilized by the schools and I think 
it is right that such should be the 
case. 
Social graces and good phy­ 
siques are about as essential In 
life as trained minds. 
The school 
men have seen this and more and 
more they are taking care of the 
■whole recreational field. 
Parties, 
dances and other 
functions 
are 
now. and will be increasingly fos­ 
tered by school systems. 
Gymna­ 
sia is being provided, not only for 
the natural athletes but for the 
rank and file of the young people. 
W orship Comes First. 
'•What does it all mean for the 
church?” 
Mr. Evans 
asked. 
“It 
means 
institutionalized 
churches 
■will lose their Jobs. It means that 
churches that attend to their fun­ 
damental tasks of offering oppor­ 
tunities for worship will become 
increasingly 
useful. 
The 
parson 
who sees his Sunday worship run 
down hill because the people have 
not been trained to worship and 
has turned himself into an Insti­ 
tutional secretary and professional 
organizational prodder in order to 
justify his employment and his in­ 
stitution, certainly is no pastor. 
“What is my program? 
Worship 
first. 
Institutionalism and organl- 
zatlonalism 
second 
and Justified 
only because they result from as­ 
sociations in worship/’ 
After explaining how this Idea is 
being carried out, in a practical 
manner, at St. Stephens church, 
Mr. Evans continued: 
“For the past few generations 
American Christianity has thought 
that religion could be taught—that 
if a child knew enough theories 
about religion and a sufficient num­ 
ber of Bible stories, they would 
become 
Christians. 
Learning 
to 
w orship is like learning to walk or 
to do any fundamental process. 
You do not theorize with the baby 
about walking, telling him why he 
ought to walk and a lot of stories 
about notable walkers. 
No. 
The 
baby sees his parents walk. 
His 
bump of imitation is very large and 
soon the desire comes, and at the 
proper period of development you 
start him out. 
At an age shortly 
after the walking age. let him take 
his first step* In worship. 
He will 
worship first and theorize after 
St. Stephen’s church school IR on 
that plan.” Mr. Evans declared. 
Tribute to Leaders. 
The mooting paid an enthusias­ 
tic tribute to W. H. Smith tor the 
leadership he has displayed as a 
member of the building committee 
and to George M. Mashek tor his 
efforts in a landscaping 
of 
the 
church grounds. 
The* choir, the 
t•-achers in the church school, aud 
others alto cain*- in for words of 
hearty praise 
The Woman’s Auxiliary of the 
church, with 18 active members, 
reported that its net earnings for 
church purposes during 
the 
year

That, while Uncle Sam pays the 
servants he does not expect to 
pay them for personal entertain­ 
ing, and it Is assumed that when 
friends or relatives come to stay 
a few weeks, the servant cost will 
he pro-rated some way— 
That the president and his wife 
are supposed to pay for the care 
of their “ personal 
property” 
as 
distinguished 
from 
government 
property— 
That the president is supposed 
to pay for his own private cook, 
his own stablemen, if any, his own 
valet, his personal laundress, and 
for his wife’s maid, if any. 


Groceries 8*2500 Monthly. 


The new First Lady probably 
will find that 
very 
economical 
management can keep the White 
House grocery 
bill, 
which

Hoovers will have to pay, to about 
$2500 a month. 
But that 
will 
take care. 
She will have enough dishes to 
serve IOO people at formal din­ 
ners. 
Her new home is officially a 
25-room mansion

Many dairy animals are 
solid 
color in and in many herds only 
the owner can definitely identify 
all such animals. 
With the tat­ 
too mark recorded in the owner’s 
records and on the 
Certificates 
cf Registration of purebred ani­ 
mals anyone can 
identfy 
every 
animal In the herd. 
In the event 
of the owner’s death or absence 
this Information is of the great­ 
est value. 
It takes but a few moments to 
tattoo an animal and the identify­ 
ing mark is permanently fixed In 
the ear. 
Needle points form the 
design of letters or numbers and 
these points are held in position 
in the head of the marker 
which 
is like a pair of pliers. The nee­ 
dle points are covered with indel­ 
ible ink or paste. The instrument 
is then set in position aud 
the 
needles penetrate the ear on the 
inside carrying th e ink well un­ 
der the surface of the skin. Ink 
is immediately rubbed Into the 
slight wound mad e by the needle 
points and th e 
Job 
Is 
done. 
There is practically no bleeding, 
and the operation is scarcely no­ 
ticed by the animal. 
It is recom­ 
mended that the ear to he tat­ 
tooed he cleaned 
with 
alcohol 
before it Is punched. 
This 
will 
remove the wax aud other for­ 
eign matter and insure a 
clean 
surface on which to work.. 
The new ruling on 
tattooing 
has been very favorably received
